m ent from political affaira. 
This was 
true some years ago and was given 
re(x )gnitiou by the president in select­ 
ing candidates “ at large’’ for ^npoint- 
m eut to the national academies. 
It is 
no longer true, however, although the 
president adheres to the rule of select- ! 
ing for appointm ent “ at large” only 
sons of officers of the army and navy. 
There are no more active and persistent 
orniinendable purpose of draw ing to the . lobbyists and workers for appointments 
army young men of education and char- 
and promotion than m ilitary and naval 
loter, pcfisessed of m ilitary spirit and 
who could reach a commission only 
through service in the ranks. 
D uring 
the past two years, however, an unusu­ 
ally large num ber of enlisted men were 
fivpii commissions, no less than 10 hav­ 
ing been commissioned since Feb. 1 and 
most of them since Secretary Alger as­ 
sumed direction of the w ar departm ent. 
The result of this questionable policy is 
that the entire 67 m embers of the class 
ct 1S9 7 of the M ilitary academy had to 
be assigned as “ additional.” 
There is a special feature c’onnected 
with the recent appointm ent of so many 
enlisted men to the grade of second lieu­ 
tenant which deserves notice, and which 
ebnuld receive the attention of congress. 
The law makes young men who have | phia districts, 
served for two years in the ranks eligi­ 
ble to promotion to the grade of second 
lieutenant. This period is too short, be­ 
ing only one-half th at required of the 
vnung man who is appointed to the m il­ 
itary academy. 
In selecting from the 
rauk.s for promotion it was the inten­ 
tion of the law that selections should be 
made from those who ex hibit the high- 
'‘st soldierly qualities and who have had 
the test of two years’ actual ex perience 
in all the duties and requirem ents of 
the ranks. 
In other words, the men se­ 
lected as candidates for promotion are 
supposed to be representative enlisted 
men and typical soldiers. 
Instead of 
this rule prevailing the selections are 
made in many instances through favor­ 
itism and nepotism of the most flagrant 
character. 
There is scarcely a w hite 
regiment in the arm y th at has not to­ 
day one or more sons or brothers of 
officers of the arm y who have enlisted 
for a commission and w ith the absolute 
certainty of obtaining it if the present 
abuse is continued in connection w ith 
the selection of enlisted men for promo­ 
tion. These young men, instead of being 
Wfiigned to real m ilitary duty, are, in 
the first place, sent to companies and 
regiments chosen by their arm y rela­ 
tives and com m itted to the special care 
of friendly company officers, and, in the 
8^ond place, upon reporting for duty 
detailed to perform clerical 
^ork, made teachers of post schools or 
|iven duty of such character th at w ill 


ofllcers, aud, so far as the M ilitary 
academy is concerned, the records show 
that in proportion to their numbers 
arm y officers are more largely repre­ 
sented at that institution than any other 
class of citizens. 
There are numerous 
instances where arm y officers have 
tw o sons educated at the M ilitary acad­ 
emy, appointed from different districts, 
regardless of the fact th at the law im ­ 
peratively requires that the candidate 
shall be a bona fide resident of the dis­ 
trict from which appointed, and it is 
quite common for army and navy offi­ 
cers to have a son at each of the acad­ 
emies at the same time. Not long since 
tw’o boys, sons of army officers, were 
at the M ilitary academy from Philadel- 
ueither of whom was 
legally entitled to appointm ent, and 
one of whom never had his foot in the 
district to which he was credited, aud 
to which his father wa.s as great a 
stranger. 
Such oases are by no means 
uncommon. — Philadelphia Ledger.

the 
country, quit drinking and get to work 
^ at au honest calling or stay and get 
had I killed. 
The last was w hat M nlligaii 
chose, but he kept the business in his 
own hands aud forced the pace to the 
end. 
“ It was at Carson City th at the end 
came to Billy M ulligan. The cards had 
gone against him all night. The liquor 
lie had drunk had made him ugly as he 
walked out of the Ksnu*ralda saloon one 
morning. Nex t door was a laundry, and 
a Chinam an, ironing clnrhes, lifted his 
face to the window just as M ulligan 
was passing.

cleansed enough to enter into the pres­ 
ence of God. When a man has atoned 
for his sins it does not mean that all His 
sins are forgiven. This is verified by 
God’s promise to tile Jews, who re­ 
mained in the desert for 40 years, until 
God opened to them the land of promise. 
David committed sin, but God said to 
the young man, ‘Thy sins art' forgiven 
thee;' but afterward says, ‘The child 
that is born to thee shall die.' 
This is 
temporal punish meat. 
It is only proper 
that God should indict a temporal pun­ 
ishment. 
“ Let us paint a picture. On this can­ 
vas we fee a man whose life has been 
good. 
When he dies the gates of 
heaven are opened to him. 
On the other 
canvas is a man who hasbeen a criminal 
and w ho lias followed the ways of the | 
wicked. 
It is not right that the latter 
should receive the reward of the former. 
He deserves punishment. ‘But,’ I hear I 
some one say, ‘the sins of the thief on 
the cross were forgiven. I suppose my 
sins will be treated in a like manner.’ 
How does anyone know that all their 


aitis will be forgiven? How much bt t* 
tcr it would be for our lives to be free 
from sin. 
“ Death does not always come on a 
rtcath bed. 
To many it pomes within a 
twinkling of an eye. 
No one knows 
when the day will conic, and if I should 
ask you now if you were ready to meet 
God, how many would say ‘I am .' 
“The Jews believed in purgatory. It 
is proven in the inspired book in the 
Catholic Bible, called the second book of 
Maccabees. 
When Abraham Lincoln 
died the Jews, who attended a well 
known tabernacle in one of the large 
cities, had his name placed on the tablet 
for whom prayers were to be offered up 
for a certain lenght of time. They be­ 
liev e that hiR life was good and that 
when he died his soul entered purgatory. 
If you do not believe what the Catholic 
church teaches abdat purgatory go back 
in history as far as you can and yon w ill 
find that what the church teaches to be 
true. Deny purgatory and yon deny 
the very existence of God, and yon might 
us well throw the scriptures overboard. ” 
Tonight the introduction will I** de­ 
livered by Father Kress and the main 
discourse “ Why I Am a Catholic 
by 
Father Graham.

F a r from it, says a correspondent of 
T h e Lancet, whose view s are indorsed 
by the editor of the great organ of m ed­ 
ica l science in an interesting article. It 
is, of course, w ell underst***! that c li­ 
m atic conditions have a great deal to 
do w ith the suitability of fissl. The ap­ 
petite for fat in the arctic and for fru it 
in the tropic* affords the commonest ex- 
am p la 
“ The same principle, ” the editor of 
T h e Lancet point* out, “ is Illustrated 
even iii the com paratively narrow range 
of clim atic conditions iii this country. 
Who has the sam e inclination to eat a 
large, underdone, ju icy steak in the 
broiling days of our short sum in aff as in 
w inter? We rather have recourse to sal­ 
ads, fruits, vegetables, and if to m eal 
a t all it is in sparing quantity aud gen­ 
erally cold. But, as ail agricultural cor­ 
respondent has most ably and pertinent­ 
ly pointed out to us in a recent very in 
foresting com m unication, the 
subject 
m ay be pushed a step further and con­ 
sidered from a point of view w hich in 
its general bearing!! on the question of 
food supply is of unquestionable im por­ 
tance. 
As he has observed, the same 
plant varies in its feeding properties 
w hen grown at a different altitude or 
on a particular soil 01 in a different c li­ 
mate. 
In other words, the nutritive 
value of a plant, or its fruit, be it seed 
or leaf, is influenced by soil and clim ata. 
H erbage coin pined of grasses and clo­ 
vers— j. a , pasture— has a marked in­ 
fluence upon the health, developm ent 
and early m aturity of sheep and cattle 
according to geographical position ami 
geological character of the soil. 
Thus 
store I and’ a u d 'teed ing land’ are terms 
used to express the relative character of 
the soil, aud, as our col respondent, wha 
is a farm er, points out. these varying 
conditions have a w ell known influence 
in altering or m odifying Inc typo anil 
character of breed or pedigree. 
Is It a 
design iu nature, he asks, that plants 
grow ing in any particular country shall 
be more suitable food for anim als in 
that 
particular country thai! foreign 
food or that grown iii a different coun­ 
try? 
As ail illustration, linseed or flax­ 
seed produced in one country is full of 
oil, aud In another the proportion of oil 
is distinctly less. 
A sam ple of seed in 
one country, ugaiu, is rich iii mucus, 
w h ile iii auother it contains very little 
m ucilage, the difference in this respect 
in Russia, Indian aud English seeds be­ 
ing cousiderabla. 
A gain, he asks, doe* 
Assam tea afford a more healthful bev­ 
erage to the Chinam an than indian tea? 
Y et the character of tho tw o decoctions 
made from these respective t* as is quite 
different- 
“ To come nearer home and to touch 
upon tho econom ic side of the question 
as closely affecting our own agricultural 
interests, is E nglish w heat made into 
bread a better food for the people ii» 
this country than bread made from for­ 
eign flour? Tile baker selects foreign 
flour because flip resulting loaf is lig h t­ 
er, and tho flour w ill take up more 
w ater, and a sack will yield a greater 
number of loaves than an English sack. 
There could hardly be opened up for 
discussion a m ore interesting phase vt 
the subject, and our correspondent has 
w ritten very pertinently upon a very 
im portant question. 
It is just possible. 
on studying and reflecting upon the is­ 
sues he has raised, that another rational 
aud powerful argum ent in favor of the 
consum ption of home grown food may 
be found. ” 
The Lancet’s argum ent m ay be “ ra­ 
tional aud p o w erfu l," but I do not be­ 
lieve it w ill dim inish the sale of A m eri­ 
can w heat iii England by a Mingle bush­ 
el during the com ing autumn and w in ­ 
ter. The point incidentally brought out 
th at foreign flour w ill yield more bread, 
w eigh t for weight, than E nglish flour 
is quite potent enough to decide the 
question in every bakery iu England. If 
The Lancet would devote itself to an 
agitation of the question how to m ake 
bread w ith any flour, it m ight accom ­ 
plish a great, aud glorious reform in 
this baker ridden country. 
If a more 
discouraging, unappetizing object can 
be produced as a product of the culinary 
art than tho E nglish "household lo a f," 
as it is called, I have failed to discove# 
it.— Loudon Cor N ew York Sun.

ON THE GRAND BANKS. 


Ho w th e Co d and H allbnt A re Taken by 
th e Sm all VeMele. 
Gostav Kobhe writes an article en­ 
titled “ On the Grand Banks and Else­ 
where” for St. Nicholas. Mr. Kobbe 
says: 
The trawlers are g enerally found ou 
the Grand banks, the hand . liners on 
the western bank and Quiro. These 
hand lines are smaller veiuiels with 
fewer dories, and the men flsh with 
baud lines, one man and two lines to a 
dory. The hand liner sits in the middle 
of his dory, with a compartment in its 
stern and another in its bow for his 
catch. 
When you see the bow sticking 
far up in the air, you kow the fisherman 
has his stern load. Then, as fish after 
flsh flashes into the other compartment, 
the bow settles, and when the dory is 
on an even ketd the hand liner pulls 
back to the vessel. 
The trawlers bait with fresh herring , 
mackerel and squid, the hand liners 
with salt clams. The catch of both is 
split and salted, and the vessel has a 
full "fare,” or catch, when she has 
“ wet her salt” —that is, used up all 
her salt—and is full of flsh. A trawler’s 
voyag e lasts about 8 weeks, a band 
liner’s 11. 
A trawler’s crew receives no wag es, 
but fishes on shares. 
First the captain 
g ets a percentag e; of the remainder, one 
half g oes to the vessel, which “ finds” — 
that is, supplies the g ear, stores, salt 
and half the bait—and the other half to 
the captain and crew iu equal shares, 
which run from fllO to 1150 and even 
to 1250, 
But among the hand liners each man 
is paid according to what he catches, 
the “ fare” from each dory being weig h­ 
ed as it is taken aboard. This stimu­ 
lates competition. There is judg ment 
ill knowing where to fish or how long 
to stay over a certain spot, and even the 
quickness witii which a line is hauled 
iu will make a perceptible difference at 
the end of a day ’s fisbiug . It means 
something to be “ hig h line,” as they 
call the best fisherman, at the end of a 
voyag e, and those who win this distinc­ 
tion time and ag ain, as some do, be­ 
come known as “ killers” and “ big 
fishennen. ” 
The main catch on the banks is cod 
and halibut. There is also a fleet of 
small American vessels which pursues 
the merry sA’ordflsli. 
tíwordlishiug is 
g ood sport—whaling on a small scale. A 
man, dart iu hand, stands in the ves­ 
sel’s bow, supported by a semioironlar 
iron brace. 
When near enoug h to the 
flsh, he lets fly the dart. 
A swordfish 
may weig h 350 pounds. One can tow a 
dory a mile, and a piece of the sword 
has been found driven throug h the bot­ 
tom of a pilotbOAt

B o w Dtaino nda Are Fo rm ea. 
Professor (Sir William) Crookes in 
a 
recent lecture expressed his opinion that 
Moissan, iu his experiments iu diamond 
making , has thrown much lig ht on the 
way in which nature has formed these 
g ems. In the artificial process pure iron 
was packed in a crucible with pure 
charcoal from sug ar. 
In the eleetrio 
current the iron melts rapidly and sat­ 
urates itself with carbon. When heated 
above 4,000 deg rees, the current is 
stopped and the crucible plung ed iu 
cold water and held until it diminishes 
to a dull red heat. The sudden cooling 
solidities the outer layer of iron. The 
expausion of the inner liquid in solidi- 
fying produces an enormous pressure, 
and the dissolved carbon separates in a 
cry stalline form—diamond. The metal­ 
lic luasH is then attacked with solvents 
to liberate the g rains within. 
Professor Crookes jioiuted out that 
the diamond of the cle iiiist and that of 
tin* niiut* are akin as to orig in, and that 
the diamond g enesis must have taken 
place at g n at depths under enormous 
pressure. 
It has been proved that iron 
al liig h temperatuie and under heavy 
pressure, conditions existent at g reat 
depths below the earth’s surface, is the 
long soug ht solvent, for carbon.-—Chi* 
■ag o Inter Ocean.

How tho Cod and H alibut Ara Takan by 
tha Mulat I V e m li. 
G ustav Kobbe w rites an artic le en ­ 
titled "O n the G rand Banks and Else­ 
w here” for St. N icholas. Mr. Kobbe 
says: 
T he traw le rs are generally found on 
the G rand banks, the hand liners on 
the w estern bank and 
Q uiro. 
These 
band lines are sm aller vessels w ith 
few er dories, aud the m en fish w ith 
baud lines, one m ail and tw o lines to a 
dory. The hand liner sits in th e m iddle 
of his dory, w ith a com partm ent in its * 
stern and an o th er in its bow for his ) 
catch. 
W hen you see the bow sticking 
far up in the air, you kow the fisherm an 
has his stern load. 
Then, as fish afte r 
fish flashes in to th e other com partm ent, 
the bow settles, and w hen the dory is 
on an even keel the hand lin er pulls 
back to the vessel. 
The traw lers b ait w ith fresh herring, 
m ackerel and squid, the h and liners 
w ith salt clam s. 
T he catch of both is I 
sp lit and salted, and the vessel has a I 
fu ll “ fa re ,” or catch, w hen she has 
“ w et her s a lt” — th a t is, used up all 
her sa lt— and is fu ll of Ash. A tra w le r’s 
voyage lasts about 8 weeks, a hand 
liu e r’s ll. 
A tra w le r’s crew receives no wages, 
but fishes on shares. 
F irst the captain 
gets a percentage; of the rem ainder, one 
h alf goes to the vessel, w hich “ finds” — 
th at is, supplies the gear, stores, salt 
and h alf th e bait— and the o th er h alf to 
th e cap tain and crew in equal shares, 
w hich run from f l i t ) to 1150 and even 
to 1250. 
B ut am ong th e h an d liners each m an 
is paid according to w h at he catches, 
the “ fa re ” from each dory being w eigh­ 
ed as it is taken aboard. 
T his stim u ­ 
lates com petition. 
T here is ju d g m en t 
iii know ing w here to fish or how long 
to stay over a certain spot, aud even the 
quickness w ith w hich a line is hauled 
in w ill m ako a perceptible difference at 
tho end of a d a y ’s fishing. 
I t m eans 
som ething to he “ high lin e ,” as they 
call the best fisherm an, at the end of a 
voyage, and those w ho w in th is d istin c­ 
tion tim e and again, as somo do, be­ 
come know n 
as “ k ille rs” and 
“ big 
fisherm en. ” 
The m ain catch on th e banks is cod 
and halibut. 
T here is also a fleet of ; 
sm all A m erican vessels w hich pursues 
the m erry swordfish. 
Sw ordlishiug is 
good sport— w halin g on a sm all scale. A J 
m an, d art in hand, stands iii the ves­ 
sel’s bow, supported by a sem icircular 
iron brace. 
W hen near enough to the 
fish, he lets fly the dart. 
A swordfish 
m ay w eigh 850 pounds. One can tow a 
dory a m ile, and a piece of the sw ord 
has been found driven through th e bot­ 
tom of a pilotbuat.

How D iam onds A re Form ed. 
Professor (S ir W illiam ) Crookes in a 
recent lecture expressed his opinion th a t 
M oissau, in his experim ents in diam ond 
m aking, hus throw n m uch lig h t on the 
w ay in w hich n atu re has form ed these 
gems. In the artificial process pure iron 
was packed iii a crucible w ith pure 
charcoal from sugar. 
I ii the electric 
current the iron m elts rapidly and sa t­ 
urates itself w ith carbon. 
W hen heated 
above 4,000 degrees, the cu rren t 
is 
stopped and the crucible plunged in 
cold w ater and held u n til it dim inishes 
to a du ll red heat. 
T he sudden cooling 
solidifies the outer layer of iron. 
The 
expansion of the in n er liquid in solidi- 
I lying produces an enorm ous pressure, 
and the dissolved carbon separates in a 
crystalline form — diam ond. The m etal­ 
lic m ass is then attacked w ith solvents 
to libefate the grains w ithin. 
Professor Crookes pointed out th at 
the diam ond of tho chem ist and th a t of 
the m iue are akin as to origin, and th at 
the diam ond genesis m ust have ta k e n 
place at great depths under enorm ous 
pressure. 
It has been proved th a t iron 
at high tem perature and under heavy 
pressure, conditions existent a t great 
depths below the e a rth ’s surface, is the 
long sought solvent, for carb o n .— Chi* 
•ago in ter Ocean.
